FAMOUS VAN DYCKS SOLD. 



A special cable to The New York 
Times from London says: I am able to 
announce on authority that' negotia- 
tions have just been concluded by 
which America becomes the honi^ of 
what many experts consider Van 
Dyck's greatest painting, namely the 
portrait of a woman with a negro page 
holding her train, universally recog- 
nized as the gem of the famous Cat- 
taneo collection. 

With two other Van Dycks of the 
same collection it has been purchased 
by Mr. P. A. B. Widener, of Philadel- 
phia, through M. Knoedler & Co. For 
the three canvases Mr. Widener paid a 
tremendous sum, the price of the one 
picture alone being not far short of half 
a million dollars. 

' Ever since the disappearance of the 
Gattaneo collection from Italy the 
whereabouts and ultimate disposition 
of the Van. Dycks composing it have 
been the subject of the keenest inter- 
est in the art circles of- both continents. 
Two of them were acquired last year 
by the British National Gallery and 
forrned the ' subject of a controversy 
as to whether they should not be re- 
stored to Italy. 

There have been-various speculations 
as to what had become of the others. 
I am, in a position to state that they all 
remain in, the possession of a well- 
known art "firm doing business in Eu- 
i^ope^ and America with the exception 
of., the thi-ec now the property 
of Mr. Widener, one acquired by 
H. G. Frick, and the two owned by 
the British National Gallery. These 
two last are perhaps the least impor- 
tant of the Gattaneo collection, the gem 
of which, as stated, goes to Philadel- 
phia. 

(This news is highly important if true. 
It is possible that Mr. Widener has 
purchased the canvases, but extremely 
doubtful if he has paid any such sum 
as half a million for one. — Ed.)

Director Griffith 
purchased from the Salon "The Pot- 
ter," by Nils Forsberg. Mr. Libbey 
also presented a copy of Turner by 
Miss May Alcott, and Mrs. E. D. Lib- 
bey presented some fine examples of 
illuminated manuscript and framed 
Egyptian photographs for the Egyp- 
tian Gallery. 



London, July i, 1908. 

The big sales-room event of the 
month has been the dispersal of the 
Stephen Holland collection at Chris- 
tte's, where three Turners made colos- 
sal prices. "Mortlake Terrace," sold in 
1895 for 5,200 gns., was bought by 
Messrs. Knoedler & Co. for 12,600 gns., 
wh6Tthus smashed by over £4,200 the 
previous Turner record of 8,200 gns. 
for "The Dogana and St. Maria, Ven- 
ice," in the Fowler sale of 1899; "Mort- 
lake Terrace" measures 35 ins. by 47 
ins., and two smaller Turners made 
good prices, "The Storm" 5,500 gns., 
and "The Morning after the Storm,"^ 
7,700 gns. A new record was also made 
for a Turner water color, the well- 
known "Heidelberg" rising from 2,650 
gns. in 1872 to 4,200 gns. "Hastings" 
rose from 1,040 gns. in 1887 ^^ 1,600 
gns., and "Saltash" from 450 gns. to 
1,050 gns. 

Messrs. Knoedler, who were in fine 
fighting trim, also acquired for 7,800 
gns. "Salisbury Cathedral," signed and 
dated "John Constable of London 
1826." This work has been engraved 
by Brunet Debaine and a slightly dif- 
ferent version is in the South Kensing- 
ton Museum. The Fred Walker rec- 
,ord made in March (2,580 gns.) was 
also beaten, his water color "Marlow 
Ferry" (iif ins. by 18* ins.) rising 
from 1,120 gns. in 1892 to 2,700 gns. 

Other notable prices were made by 
"Caller Herrin," by Sir John E. Mil- 
lais, 1,800 gins., against 1,600 gns. in 
1904; "Carrying Wheat," by J. Linnell, 
Sr., 1,900 gns.; a small version of Or- 
chardson's "Napoleon on Board FI. M. 
S. Bellerophon," 1,600 gns.; "A 'Turk- 
ish School in Cairo," by J. F. LeWis, 
1,250 gns., but against 1,700 gns. in 
1 89 1, and- a. view oi.the > Grand Canal 
by James Holland, r:,i50 gns.

In the 
same honors list M. Francois Flameng, 
vhose portraits of Queen Victoria and 
other notabilities are being exhibited 
it Agnew's, was created an honorary 
commander of the Royal Victorian Or- 
der. 

Leon Dabo has arrived here from 
New York with a quintet of his Hud- 
son riverscapes' which the artist is ex- 
hibiting at the first London Salon of 
the Allied Artists' Association, to be 
held in the Royal Albert Hall during 
July and the first week of August. This 
huge rotunda, the largest in Europe, is 
now in the hands of an army of car- 
penters, who are making it ready for 
the hanging which starts next week.

Paris,. July -I', 1908. 
. The most interesting- incident of the 
month has been the sale by, tile Klein- 
berger Galleries to the Louvre of a 
very fine and celebrated painting, "Por- 
trait of ail Old Woman," by Memling. 
It is a remarkable small portrait,, fine in 
expression, and it seems to be one of 
Memling's earlier works. 

The Societe d'Artistes Espagnols is 
holding its fourth annual exhibition at 
the Durand-Ruel Galleries. 

The Municipal Council has decided 
to piirchase Richard Miller's Salon pic- 
ture, "The Toy Seller." Mr. Miller, 
who is regarded as one of the clever- 
est of the younger American artists, 
•showed several pictures at the Spring 
Salon of the Societe des Artists Fran- 
gais, which were the object of high 
commendation. His "Toy Seller" 
shows a night scene on a Parisian side- 
walk in fete time, the central figure 
being a man selling mechanical toys 
to a curious crowd. 

An interesting exhibition of modern 
engravings and etchings opened recent- 
Iv in the Petit Palais of the Champs 
Elysees contains upward of five thou- 
sand original works. It is the most 
complete show that has been seen here 
since the World's Fair of 1900. Among 
the finest engravings are ^hose' by 
Bracquimond, Patricot, Raffaelli, Ber- 
nard. Boutet, De Monvel, Abel, Faivre 
and Leandef. 

There are admirable etchings by Bon- 
nat arid Rodin. Among the works by 
prists ro longer living are those of 
Fantin, Latour, Gavarni, Gigoux,' Del- 
acroix, Thaulow, Millet and Cazin.

Mr. Philip Hale says in the Boston 
Herald: 

''When one looks over the list of 
new Academicians one can't help think- 
ing of another list quite different that 
might be made. For instance, Theo- 
dore Wendel, W. M. Paxton, Geor^^e 
Noyes, Edward Barnard, Earl Brew- 
ster, Earl C. Jones, Philip Little, Thom- 
as Anschutz, Richard Andrew and 
Frank Fairbanks. The worst of this 
list paints better than the best of the 
other. 1 am aware that some of these 
landscape painters couldn't make a por- 
trait as plausibly as would Shannon, for 
instance, but I mean that in all the un- 
derlying qualities of good painting, my 
list has the other beaten a mile. It 
might be urged that many of these 
names were unknown to the New York 
committee. So much the worse for 
them ; almost all those in my list have 
exhibited in important exhibitions like 
Philadelphia, and would exhibit in New 
York if they were given a ghost of a 
chance. That's what the worst of all 
this business of prizes, ^nd of election 
to the Academy, that the prizes don't 
search out the very best men, but take 
some one who has a vogue, is talked 
about, or has done something catchy. 



Modern Painters at Knoedler's. 

A small collection of modern Ameri- 
can pictures has been put on view at the 
Knoedler Galleries for the summer. 
Among the more interesting examples 
shown is an early painting by Wins- 
low Homer, which goes back at least 
as far as the seventies.

Rembrandt Reproductions. 

The Berlin Photographic Co. has 
arranged an exhibition of their large 
collection of reproductions of the works 
or Rembrandt. The exhibition is to 
open on July 15 and will be closed 
August 15. 

The exhibition will be arranged in a 
chronological way, giving visitors an 
opportunity to study the works of this 
great master. Beginning with the 
works of his early youth to the epoch 
of the height of his fame in Amster- 
dam and ending finally with the works 
of his latest period, including the well- 
known portrait of himself, at the Na- 
tional Gallery in London, where he 
shows himself with the apparent 
signs of approaching age. The exhi- 
bition will include one or two oil 
copies of the master's works painted 
by a famous artist, and several repro- 
ductions of his best known etchings.

ARTISTES' PROTECTIVE SOCIETY. 

Editor American Art News. 

Dear Sir: — With reference to the numer- 
ous articles appearing in the daily -papers 
caused by recent claims of fraudulent pic- 
tures having been sold by a well-known 
dealer to an equally well-known art lover 
and collector, it seems to me of decided in- 
terest to enter upon this subject with more 
than one object in view. 

It is generally of great importance that 
such accusations as have been made of 
persons deliberately placing upon the mar- 
ket and offering for sale fraudulent paint- 
ings should be proven in order to punish 
the guilty as well as to satisfy, if not entire- 
ly to reimburse the one who claims to have 
been wronged, and whose love for art makes 
him consider himself the victim of a 
swindler. 

A sensation has been caused in art cir- 
cles, not only in New York, but wherever 



copied and .the spurious imitation thereof 
sold as an original, I would like to suggest 
a method or arrangement whereby abso- 
lute protection for everybody, artist, collec- 
tor , and dealer alike shall be. given. 

New York, as the great center of art in 
America and the home of the majority of 
our best American artists, with the Nation- 
al Academy of Design and various other im- 
portant societies, its many important exhi- 
bitions to which artists trom all over .the 
country as well as Eiirope contribute, 
should have a Bureau or office where every 
painting as soon as finished by an artist 
can be sent to in order to be registered. 
The registry office might be named "Artists' 
Protective Society." 

Its object will be apparent to anyone, as 
it will attord protection to every living art- 
ist. Every work sent to the registry office 
shall be entered and receive a registry 
stamp on canvas as well as stretcher, or, in 
case of a water color, on the paper or card- 
board. It should be numbered according 
to entry and full description of the subject 
or composition noted.. In case of sale by 
artist the successive owner's name shall be 
recorded, so that in case of resale the in- 
tending purchaser may readily ascertain by 
inquiring at the registry office the complete 
record as well as the authorship of the work 
before him. It will be a comparatively sim- 
ple, yet certain method of stopping the mis- 
chief of the fakir. As there are hundreds of 
artists who produce from one to ten or 
more pictures within the year, it would be 
equally simple, by charging an entrance 
fee, the same as in the copyright office at 
Washington, for each - picture or entry, to 
maintain such an office and defray the ex- 
penses connected therewith. 

For further protection and to establish 
more firmly the value of artists' works, it 
mignt be suggested that the price of each 
painting as placed. by the artist shall be re- 
corded and that only works of the value 
of, say, $100 and above, shall be registered. 
I believe this would lessen the chances of 
mediocre or even bad art being sold, to the 
innocent or uniniformed at frequently unpro- 
portioned profits. 

This method could be applied not only to 
American artists' productions but I am sure 
all honest dealers or picture houses would 
welcome the idea of protection for their im- 
portations from foreign countries whether 
the art works be modern or ancient. 

As soon as the establishment and exis- 
tence of this Registry Office were made 
known to the public in general, atidr- the 
world of art in particular, there is no doubt 
of its becoming a great, factor in the pro- 
duction and sale of pictures. 

Nothing but benefit could be expected 
from it for good and true art. As a further 
suggestion it might be well to establish the 
office under some prominent auspices, as, 
for instance, the National Academy of De- 
sign, or some art society whose influence 
is recognized as being for the best. 

Recognizing the standing of the AMER- 
ICAN ART NEWS as an educational fac- 
tor, I submit these suggestions to you, and 
remain.

That many fraudulent pictures as well as 
other supposed works of art have found 
a ready market for years among enthus- 
iastic art patrons in America, is not a new 
discovery. Ignorance of: the subject or art 
matters have, I believe, been the main 
cause of many bad transactions, and in 
most cases the victim has but himself to 
blame for not using the proper and legiti- 
mate ways to acquire a taste for art and 
to satisfy his frequently sudden desire to 
get possission of some rare work of art of- 
fered to him for sale. It seems extraordin- 
ary that any dealer of estabhshed repu- 
tation should resort to methods which 
would bring with its discovery absolute ruin 
of his business, and it is only the more nat- 
ural that the question should arise, who, 
then, if not a reputable dealer, can be trust- 
ed, and to whom shall the art patron go to 
satisfy his taste and buy true and genuine 
works of art? 

It is to answer this question that I sug- 
gest a remedy which is bound to protect 
the art patron or buyer as well as the 
artist or producer, and also the dealer whose 
business it is to find a market for the artists* 
production. Inasmuch

Mr. Knoedler's representative bought 
John Constable's magnificent "View of Sal- 
isbury's Cathedral,'' signed and dated 1826, 
for £8,190 ($40,950). Both the "Salisbury 
Cathedral" and Turner's "Mortlake Terrace" 
are destined to cross the Atlantic. ' 
'Among other notable prices wete "A

ice," by Holland, £1,207 ($6,035)' "A Turk- 
ish School iri Cairo," by J. F.- Lewis/ the 
English. Orientalist, £1,312 ($6,56.0); .JIA
